A Novel Way to Display a Collection: 
“Jack L. Boling - A Life in Stitches”

robably many of us have a 
few choice pieces in our collections that we 
would like to display; something particularly 
unusual, 


beautiful or or just especially 


meaningful. The needlework creation pic- 
tured on the following page may be a 
unique solution to this desire. Seeking to 
commemorate her husband's life and mili- 


tary career, the artist, Judy Boling, took an 
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old art form, the sampler, and used it to tell 
the story of a remarkable man. The design 
is original, created by her. The stitched 
images and heading are cross-stitch, the 
text running between the images and med- 
als is in running stitch. The overall design is 
plotted on graph paper, with colors and 
stitches indicated, and the design trans- 
ferred to the fabric by counting the threads 
of the fabric. Every stitch is placed by hand.

the actual devices. 


(stitched) to the fabric. She may have been 
able to obtain commercial cross-stitch pat- 
terns for the patches of major units such as 
the 2nd Infantry Division (Indianhead Divi- 
sion), (just under “Boling” near the top of 
the sampler) but for the image of Jack on 
horse-back, (upper right corner of the sam- 
pler) and for the patches of smaller units, 
she would have needed to develop the 
pattern herself. The actual embroidery was 


completed in the 3 months or so between 


Jack's diagnosis with metastatic lung cancer 


and his death in July of 1988. This sampler 
is her labor of love for her husband of 47 
years. IN a newspaper interview in the 


Grants Pass “Daily Courier,” given in 1988 
while she was working on the sampler, she 


says that “| keep telling Jack that he can't 
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leave me before | get this finished.” And he 
didn't - he lived long enough to see the 


framed sampler hanging in their home. 


Jack Boling was born in April of 1920, as 
can be read at the top of the sampler. He 
joined the Texas National Guard, the 124th 
Cavalry, in December of 1936, lying about 
his age to get in. Why would a kid in high 
school do that? Was he a patriot? Abso- 
lutely. Could he use the money? Almost 
certainly! Was he a Texas kid with a love of 


horses and adventure? For sure! And so he 


raised his hand and took Uncle Sam's en- 
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listment oath — and kept it for the next 31 
years. He had quite a career, from horses 
to Marauder aircraft (B-26) to intelligence 
work, and from Texas to Florida to Europe 
to the US to Morocco, back to Europe, to 


Japan, California, Europe again, and finally,

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Kingsley Field, Oregon and retirement. 


There are 10 medals or decorations on the 
sampler. Descriptions follow, with select 


images. 


Army Good Conduct Medal: The idea of a 
good conduct award goes back to the Hon- 
orary Badge of Distinction, established by 
George Washington, to be awarded to sol- 
diers of the Army who served more than 3 
years with bravery, fidelity, and good con- 
duct. It is the only US Army medal which is 


only authorized for enlisted personnel, spe- 
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cifically excluding officers from. eligibility. 
The medal was designed by Joseph Kiselew- 
ski. It has an eagle perched on a Roman 
sword atop a closed book. Around the 
outside are the words EFFICIENCY, HONOR, 


FIDELITY. The reverse has a five-pointed 
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star with a blank scroll for engraving the 
soldier's name. Above the star are the 
words FOR GOOD and below it, CONDUCT. 
The ribbon was designed by Arthur DuBois, 
the legendary Director of the Army Institute 
of Heraldry and is scarlet with 3 narrow 
white stripes on each side. The ribbon is 
divided by the white stripes to create 13 


stripes representing the original 13 colonies.

American Defense Service Medal: Golden 
yellow color of the ribbon symbolizes the 


golden opportunity of United States youth

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to serve the nation, represented by the 
blue, white, and red stripes on each side of 


the ribbon. (fig. 3) 


Air Medal with clusters: Awarded for com- 
pletion of a specified number of aerial mis- 
sions completed after 8 September 1939. 
The Air Medal was designed and sculpted 
by Walter Hancock and Is a bronze 16 point 
compass rose suspended by a fleur-de-lis. 
In the center there is a diving eagle carrying 
a lightning bolt in each talon. The reverse 
is plain. The ribbon is ultramarine blue w/ 
two golden orange stripes, representing the 


original colors of the AATF. (fig. 4) 


Distinguished Flying Cross: Implemented by 
an executive order signed by President 
Coolidge on 28 January 1927; awarded for 


heroism or extraordinary achievement that

is clearly distinctive involving operations 
during aerial flight that are not routine. It is 
the first decoration authorized in identical 
design and ribbon to all branches of the US 
Armed Forces. Captain Charles Lindbergh 
was the first recipient of the DFC for his 
solo transatlantic flight. (fig. 5) 


American Campaign Medal: Established by 


Executive Order on 6 November 1942; 
awarded for service between 7 Dec 1941 to 
2 March 1946, or awarded as a combat 
decoration while in combat against the 
enemy for service during WWII within the 
American Theater of Operations. It was de- 
signed by the Army's Institute of Heraldry. 
The medal is a circular bronze disc showing 
a Navy cruiser, a B-24 bomber, and a sink- 
ing enemy submarine and 3 waves. Above 


is the raised inscription AMERICAN CAM- 


PAIGN. Reverse shows an American eagle

1941-1945; to his right UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA. 


European-African-Middle Eastern Campaign 
Medal: Authorized 6 November 1942. 
Awarded for service in the European-African 
-Middle Eastern theater for at least 30 con- 
secutive days, or receipt of any combat 
award. The central red, white, and blue 
stripes represent the United States; the wide 
green stripes represent the green fields of 
Europe, the brown edges the desert sands, 
the thin green, red, and white stripes repre- 
sent Italy; the thin black and white stripes 


represent Germany. 


WWII Victory Medal: Front depicts the Lib- 
erty figure resting her right foot on a war 
god's helmet with the hilt of a broken 
sword in her right hand and the broken 


blade 
hand. The 


in her left 
reverse 
contains the words, 
FREEDOM FROM 
FEAR AND WANT, 
FREEDOM OF 
SPEECH AND RELI- 
GION and UNITED

Army of Occupation Medal: Authorized 7 June 1946; awarded to 
both Army and Army Air Force personnel. Front of medal depicts 
the Remagen Bridge on the Rhine River with the inscription ARMY 
OF OCCUPATION at the top. The reverse depicts Mount Fuji in 
Japan w/ two Chinese junks in front of the mountain. The white 
and black colors of the ribbon represent Germany; the white and 


red colors represent Japan. 


National Defense Service Medal: Front of the medal shows the 
American bald eagle with inverted wings standing on a sword and 
palm branch with the words NATIONAL DEFENSE; the reverse has 
the shield of the United States over an oak leaf and laurel spray 
representing achievement and strength. The eagle represents the 
United States; the sword represents the Armed Forces, and the 
palm is a symbol of victory. The ribbon has a broad center stripe 


of yellow representing high ideals. The red represents hardiness 
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and valor, white — 
purity of purpose, 
and blue — perse- 
verance and jus- 
tice.

estate, although his diversified interests included an ice cream Lesher sent a letter to F. Zerbe in 1934 stating that, no one took 
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him to be over 65 years old and his hair was not grey. With the 
repeal of the Sherman Act in 1893, Lesher “decided that if the 
Treasury wouldn't buy any more silver to coin into dollars, then he 
would.” By 1900 his “Referendum Dollar,” came into fruition and 


Joseph Lesher became more than a footnote in history. 


After the repeal of the Sherman Act in 1893 and as a result of the 
price of silver dropping, Colorado was devastated. The Colorado 
Governor in 1893 wanted the state to buy silver and send it to 
Mexico to be coined into dollars, returned to the state and placed 
into circulation. His colleagues in the legislature didn't like the 
idea and called them “fandango dollars.” Joseph Lesher came on 
the scene in 1900 and “The Lesher Referendum Dollar was soon 
minted; though the 1864 Act forbade silver coinage of any kind. 
Also described are the trials and tribulations of minting the Lesher 
Dollars, the sale of them, many newspaper articles, the patents and 
designs. He was able to foil all the efforts of the Secret Service to 


shut him down. No Lesher Dollars were ever seized; all that he lost 


was his first set of dies.” 


The authors did a masterful job of compiling in one place all the 
known information on the issuers of the dollars. They also went 
the extra mile in bringing new and valuable information on the 
subject. Several chapters in the reference cover everything regard- 
ing the issuers involvement with the Lesher Referendum Dollars 
starting with the: A. B. Bumstead issues, other types followed by J. 
M. Slusher, Sam Cohen, D. Q. Klein & Co., Geo. Mullen, Boyd Park, 
W. C. Alexander, Goodspeed & Co., J. E. Nelson & Co., W. F. White 
Merc. Co, H. Stein, H. H. Rosser and A. W. Clark. The authors gave 
known census and research figures but did not give exact rarities 
(R-1 to R-10), which constantly change. The authors did have in 


the reference estimates of original mintage in every case. 


It appears that F. Zerbe was the earliest to research and collect 
Lesher Dollars, which were catalogued by the American Journal of 
Numismatics in 1917 and listed by Zerbe numbers. Lesher dollar 
dies are listed by Zerbe number. The mintages mentioned by Lesh- 
er in 1913 were between 2000 to 3000. The following year Zerbe 
was told by Lesher that 3500 were struck and Zerbe concluded that 


about 3000 pieces were struck. In 1978 Wilde knew of just 384

pieces, but as of the date of this writing the total is now about 
600. It might be impossible to obtain a complete type set at pre- 
sent. However, a set of one of each major type--Zerbe 1, inscrip- 
tion only, Zerbe 2 or 3--Bumstead type, and an Imprint type of any 


issuers, is certainly possible. 


This is the most comprehensive listing of the issuers ever written. 
The Bibliography gives you the sources of information for this ref- 
erence. In summery, the book is great for both the collector and 
non-collector of Lesher dollars. For information on obtaining this

Some of the pieces in Louise's 
collection are military challenge 
coins. They can be carried by 
members to prove their member- 
ship and are often presented by a 
commander in recognition of a 
special achievement.

Korea. The oldest piece Louise 
has located is a 1982 piece from 
Vicenza, Italy.
